SPEAKS THIS 
AFTERNOON 


President Indicates He 
Wants Outright Repeal 
of Neutrality Law and 
Repealer Is Drawn Up. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. 
(AP)—lIn friendly, informal 
fashion, President Roosevelt 
and the leaders of both parties, 
in and out of congress, con- 
sidered the problem of keeping 
America at peace today and 
agreed that the most important

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No Cause for Surprise 

There need be no surprise at the reaction 
of Britain and France to Hitler’s Danzig speech. 
To expect any government to place serious 
reliance on anything Hitler may say, in view 
of his record of broken rledges, lies, chicanery 
and double dealing, would be to expect that 
government to play the role of gullible fool. 

The entire story of Nazidom since it rose to 
power in Germany, and even before, is a story 
of ruthless disregard of honor and of its own 
pledged word. Hitler has, time and again, de- 
clared with all solemnity that he had no plans 
for further aggression. He stated this when 
Austria was an independent nation. Then came 
the anschluss. 

He disavowed any designs against Czecho- 
Slovakia. He gave his solemn pledge to abide 
by the Munich agreement. Where is Czecho- 
Slovakia today? 

He asserted, time and again, that he did not 
plan any attack on Poland. And Poland has 
gone, smashed beneath the iron tread of the 
mechanized German army. 

Who can expect any government, or any 
man, to place one scintilla of reliance on the 
words of such a man as Hitler, or of such a 


. government as the Nazi? 


He destroys Poland and then declares he 
wishes no war with Britain and France. He is 
like the gangster who loots a bank and loudly 
asserts he wishes no clash with the police. Of 
course not. The criminal has not yet lived 0 
desired conflict with those who represent ‘the 
forces of justice and law. 

Despite all reverses, in Poland and on the 
diplomatic front, one thing stands out as cer- 
tain, stable and sure in this fearful dilemma 
of Europe. That is the determination of the 
peoples of Britain and of France to see the 
thing through to a finish. 

They realize, perhaps more deeply than we 
of America, that there can be no further post- 
poning of the inevitable showdown. Either 
they and all they stand for in the world must 
go down before the increasing power of the 
Nazi, or the Nazi must be crushed beyond hope 
of ever rising again. 

The people of England are as one in this de- 
termination. Quiet, resigned and prepared for 
sacrifice, expecting no material gains for them- 
selves, they have girded themselves materially 
and spiritually for a long struggle, but a strug- 
gle whose stake is the survival of the empire 
and the destruction of a system that represents 
everything cruel, everything hateful and every- 
thing dishonorable in a world whose foundation 
is the sanctity of a man’s pledged word. 

Under such circumstances there can be no 
truce. There can be no negotiations until Ger- 
many can present a government whose given 
word carries with it a reasonable degree of 


reliability. That means, first of all, Hitler and 
the government he represents must be com- 


pletely eradicated from the international scene. 


Normal War Action 


British seizure of the Savannah ships loaded 
with contraband of war for Germany is but the 
normal, routine action to be expected in time 
of war. No criticism can be made, either of the 
shipping company or of the British authorities. 

The two vessels sailed from Savannah before 
the declaration of war, carrying ordinary car- 
goes, some for British ports and some for Ham- 
burg, Germany. That the Hamburg destined 
cargoes consist of materials listed as contra- 
band is but chance. When loaded the shippers 
could have had no knowledge of the conditions 
which would exist when the ships arrived at 
destination. 

The cargoes in question will probably be held 
by the British, while the ships themselves, 
against which no legal charge can be sustained, 
will be allowed to proceed. 

There is no call for United States diplomatic 
intervention in these cases, nor is there any 
ground for British resentment. Today, with 
war existing, American vessels could not sail 
carrying war materials of any nature, to any 
belligerent. Whether or not the neutrality act

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Infantile Paralysis 

Although science has made magnificent 
progress in the treatment, cure and control of 
most diseases, poliomyelitis—infantile paralysis 
—it is frankly admitted, still baffles the med- 
ical profession. For this reason any clue to a 
solution, any theory—no matter how seemingly 
fantastic—is always given a thorough analysis 
by the doctors before it is discarded as worth- 
less. 

In New York last week the International 
Congress for Microbiology held an important 
meeting. Naturally, infantile paralysis held a 
place in the discussions. Another apparently 
important contribution in the prevention and 
cure of the disease was presented, a contribu- 
tion which could mean a great deal for the 
reason it is so easily adaptable. 

Dr. Claus W. Jungeblut, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, had been carefully examining statistics 
of an epidemic which took place in Australia 
last year. It was observed by the bacteriologist 
that patients with ill-balanced diets suffered 
more than those who had been accustomed to 
receiving or had been given quatities of Vita- 
min C. 

In making a practical application of this 
statistical information to monkeys, Dr. Junge- 
blut dropped polio virus into 56 noses, then 
injected natural Vitamin C. Thirty-three mon- 
keys, or 59 per cent, suffered no ill effects. 
Twenty-three suffered complete or partial 
paralysis. Another group of 20 monkeys was 
given virus, but no vitamins. Fifteen, or 75 
per cent, became paralyzed. 

“Under certain restricted experimental con- 
ditions,’ said Dr. Jungcblut, “it seems safe to 
state that Vitamin C is capable of influencing 
favorably the course of the infection in mon- 
keys.” It was not contended that the Vitamin 
C relieved paralytic symptoms, but simply that 
it checked the course of the disease before 
paralysis actually set in.. Although the doctor 
had not tried his experiment on human pa- 
tients he felt sure “a low level of Vitamin C 
nutrition predisposes to infection and severity 
of attack.” 


The Variety Club 


With formal granting of a charter to At- 
lanta Tent No. 21, Variety Clubs of America, 
this city gains another worth-while organiza- 
tion. That the common cause of humanity 
tends to create a unity between otherwise con- 
flicting elements has no better illustration than 
in the work, aims and purposes of Variety. 
Here is an organization comprising men in the 
amusement and allied fields—a highly competi- 
tive sphere of operations—forgetting all rivalry 
to meet as friends and to work together amic- 
ably for the benefit of the unfortunate. 

The history of the club is interesting. It 
began in Pittsburgh (Pa.) about 11 years ago 
when an infant girl was found abandoned in 
the rest room of a motion picture theater. The 
management of the house, touched by the ap- 
pealing note left by the mother, a missive stat- 
ing the parent was unable to care for the little 
girl, decided to do something about it. Other 
theater men became interested and soon the 
waif was supported. The group banded to- 
gether—rallying around the mite of humanity 
—and the club was formed. The child was 
cared for until a fine family adopted it. From 
this beginning, the club extended its charitable 
work. 

Now there are Variety Clubs in many jprin- 
cipal cities, all carrying on charitable werk of 
a genuinely inspirational kind. That the At- 
lanta club will make itself felt as a real factor 
in the community is a foregone conclusion,

PROGRAM FOR AMERICANS, 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

1. Keep out of the war. 

2. As the first step in that policy, end the exist- 
ing neutrality law. This law looks both ways. 
The existing law neither prevents trade with 
belligerents nor intelligently regulates it. 

3. Enact, as a substitute, the Hull program 
for the control of war trade. This will reason- 
ably regulate ALL trade with belligerents. 

4. Recognize frankly that, if the Hull program 
is enacted, Great Britain and France will be able 
to buy arms, munitions and implements of war, 
and Germany probably will not, though all will 
be equally eligible. Great Britain and France 
now control the seas. There is no reason, in any 
theory of law or in justice or in our own inter- 
est, why the United States should have “neu- 
trality” laws which deprive Great Britain and 
France of any advantages they possess. 

5. Continue the armament program. Our 
greatest danger is that Great Britain and France 
may be brought to their knees and a triumphant 
Germany, with her satellites, may impose terms 
that will bring the Nazi menace close to our own 
shores. Abundant arms may some day save us 
from war with a dictator who respects force alone. 

6. Support the President’s foreign policy, even 
though one may disagree with his domestic poli- 
cies. His foreign policy has been inherently 
sound. Put aside all thought of the third-term 
issue. 

7. Call upon the President to be as generous 
toward his political and personal opponents as the 
American people expect them to be toward him. 
Call upon him to deal frankly and patiently even 
with those who oppose his course in the present 
crisis. 

8. Finally, realize that there is no royal road 
to safety. Our safety will depend, first, upon a 
basic policy intelligently adapted to the 
facts of the situation; and, next, upon secondary 
policies intelligently adapted to DEVELOPING 
facts as the war moves on. To be sure of effectual 
intelligence, we must be sure of unity; to be sure 
of unity, there must be generosity among men 
who usually are opponents in our domestic con- 
troversies.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

COUNTER-ESPIONAGE WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The Jus- 


tice Department’s counter-espionage 
activities are rapidly becoming a topic of hot controversy within 
the administration. The critics, conditioned to the old liberal habits 
of thought, warn of the danger of a spy scare. The defenders, 
naturally headed by Attorney General Frank Murphy, reply that 
the most elaborate system of counter-espionage is acutely needed 
because of the European war. 

Although Murphy has been quite open about his plans, there is 
a surprising general unawareness of what he is up to. Certainly, 
the counter-espionage organization he is now creating is large 
enough and pervasive enough to have most unfortunate results if 
allowed to get out of hand. 

His preparations began last spring, when he persuaded the Presi- 
dent to co-ordinate under the Federa] Bureau of Investigation all 
the government’s enforcement agencies, including such large estab- 
lishments in other departments as the secret service, the Customs 
and Narcotics Bureaus, and the postal inspectors. 

In all matters concerning the doings of foreign agents in the 
United States, the FBI was made supreme. At the same time, a 
considerable number of FBI men were detached for counter-espion- 
age duty, and the total force was increased by 150. A further 
addition of 150 men is now contemplated. 


SPY FOR SPY Thus there is a small army directly or indirectly 
; engaged in counter-espionage already, with re- 
inforcements in préspect. Private information from the Justice De- 
partment indicates that, even so, the counter-espionage force can- 
not be called too large. The experience of the last war, during 
which German sabotage of American industry was both frequent 
and successful, shows the dangers of a'lax policy. And because the 
dictatorship states have long used propaganda as an important 
weapon in international affairs, the number of foreign agents at 
work in America today is infinitely greater than it was in 1914-1917. 

The work of counter-espionage is chiefly confined to two fields 
—watching the propagandists who continue in business, and cir- 
cumventing would-be saboteurs. Some of the stories about sabotage 
efforts sound like tales of the cops and robbers school of fiction, 
but, even allowing for the exaggerations common in a period of 
emotional excitement, sabotage appears to be a serious problem. 
It is being so treated, at any rate, by Murphy. who-has assigned 
FBI agents to most of the country’s vital industrial plants. Being 
watched with particular care are airplane factories and others 
where the democracies may be expected to obtain war supplies in 
event of repeal of the arms embargo. 

The State Department. which hates to complicate international 
relations by rows about espionage, was one of the centers of oppo- 
sition to the new policy. The extent to which Murphy persuaded 
the President to ignore the department may be gauged from the 
fact that the FBI men have been directed to keep an eye on diplo- 
matic and consular officials of suspected countries, as well as to 
search out their potential agents in the field. Especially notable is 
the fact that the three centers of the FBI’s counter-espionage work 
are San Francisco, New Orleans and Boston, where the German 
consuls, Fritz Weidemann, Freiherr von Spiegel and Dr. Herbert 
Scholz, are Nazi party bigwigs oddly exiled to labor in a foreign 


land. 
“JUST SPOTTING” Murphy describes his present work as 
“Just spotting,” and anxiously explains 
that overly dramatic spy round-ups will be avoided even when the 
spotting is successfully accomplished. The idea, he Says, is simply 
to be ready for trouble if it should come. ‘Some idea of the extent 
of the trouble may be gained from an informal FBI estimate that, 
if the administration changed its mind and decided on a general 
round-up, from 300 to 400 key foreign agents would have to be in- 
cluded in the dragnet. 
The dangers of all this should be obvious enough, especially 
since it 1s understood that FBI men are “co-operating” with private 
plant police, who might well be tempted to include a few labor 
organizers in their lists of suspects. The dangers are only in- 
creased by Russia’s recent showing of her true colors, which will 


make it all the harder to know where counter-espionage stops and 
infringements on the civil liberties begin. The situation must clear- 
ly be watched with care for the development of spy scares, red 
scares or any of the other silly excitements common in times like 


these, 


Meanwhile, if Murphy holds to his determination to work 


cautiously and calmly, the increase of counter-espionage must just 
be accepted as another of the unpleasant phenomena proving that 
even the Atlantic ocean cannot wholly insulate us from the effects 


of Europe’s tragedies.

It is safe to say the President's closely guarded speech to the 
joint session on Thursday will be one of his most important state 
papers. It is one which will have a momentous bearing om the 
future of the nation and on his own public career. . 

No one knows for sure what he will ask. The shifting events 
of Europe have presented a very real problem. He wants the 
neutrality act repealed or amended. He may ask for a return to 
straight international law or for a cash and carry provision. M@égan- 
while, Washington seethes with talk and with personalities. The 
war in Europe has crossed the Atlantic and created an emergency. 
Congress comes to deal with it. 


THE REPUBLICANS Alfred Landon, titular head of the Re- 


publican party, arrived from Kansas 
this morning. He was summoned along with Frank Knox, -his run- 
ning mate of 1936, to meet with the President in a non-political 
conference. 

Colonel Knox, stating frankly he wants a return to international 
law but will be satisfied with a cash and carry revision, said he 
came as an American and not as a Republican. 

This was for publication. But what happened in private was 
that Joe Martin, minority Republican leader in the house, met with 
Alfred M. Landon and Frank Knox. Telephone calls went out. 
There were conferences. Other Republicans came. 

The Republicans are going to be non-partisan on neutrality, 
putting on no pressure but letting each Republican vote as he 
pleases without effort at party direction. 

But Republicans do not wish to see any political capita) made 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt. They still do not trust him. Their 
strategy will be to let the neutrality chips fall where they may, 
most of them supporting an amendment to permit cash and carry. 

They then will insist that congress remain in session until the 
regular session begins so they may keep a watchful eye on the 
the President to prevent any political hay-making. 


THE ROOSEVELT LUCK At. a luncheon round table today at 
the Press Club, correspondents 


from many sections of America, representing many cross sections 
of thought, agreed on one thing. The Roosevelt luck again is in 
the forefront. Whether it will last or turn remains to be seen, 

They agreed, too, that all over the country many of the business- 
men and leaders of industry who opposed Roosevelt so forcefully 
and so bitterly, now are glad he is in the White House. His expe- 
rience and his capacity stand out in marked contrast with proposed 
candidates. Measuring him against the curtain of world events, he 
stands higher than any proposed Republican or Democratic candi- 
date for the presidency. The Dewey boom, for instance, is dead, 
one of the first casualties of the World War. Dewey simply doesn’t 
measure up. 

Michigan’s Arthur Vandenberg and Ohio’s Robert Taft have 
joined in issue. Taft says he wants to be neutral because he doesn’t 
care who whips Hitler. He will go along with the Roosevelt pro- 
posal. Vandenberg is against the President and does not want to 
sell to the Allies. It would appear sentiment is against Vandenberg. 
If it does crystallize against him he will have scuttled his own ship. 

Roosevelt can speak with more prestige than before. He said 
there would be a war. There are many who sincerely believe Hitler 
would not have mo’ed into Poland, so carefully does he watch 
American opinion, if he had not been convinced by the action on 
neutrality that opinion in America was divided. Borah and Van- 
denberg, are, to that extent, discredited. Borah gratuitously in- 
sulted Cordell Hull in the committee hearing by saying his own 
sources of information in Europe were superior to those of the 
State Department and that there would be no war. Hull almost 
walked out. Vandenberg also was sure. 

There is a war. Hence, any opinion the President expresses 
with regard to foreign policy, will have more prestige. He was 
right in July. The others were wrong. 


FOR OUR OWN GOOD Businessmen support Roosevelt. They 


feel that we owe England and France 
nothing. They smell of war debts. They fattened off us to the 
extent of twenty billions of dollars. We went through a long de- 
pression and still are in it, because we went to war to help them. 
They thén kicked us and welshed on their debts. 

Now, we have a chance to balance our budget. We have a 
chance even to reduce taxes, to eliminate unemployment and make 
this country strong financially and economically. That can be done 
by applying the principles of international law or by a cash and 
carry plan. We can further insulate war. That can be done by 
warning our nationals in Europe we owe them no protection if they 
remain or if they sail on ships of belligerent nations. We can 
keep out of war and still do business. If we close our economy or 
go in war we assume a tax burden which will last forever and dis- 
tort our economy beyond repair. 

That is a purely self-interest program. So is that of England 
and France. 


Your Guards Are Good When the 


Enemy Hates and Reviles Them 
By ROBERT QUILLEN 


WhAatever may come to pass in the future, there is in the world 
today only one force that can save civilization. 

It is the basis and support of all that is good in our way of 
life, benefitting even those who are least aware of it; yet, for a 
number of reasons, all clearly apparent, it is being ignored or be- 
littled or scorned by millions who are its beneficiaries and nom- 
inally its supporters and friends. 

The first and most obvious reason for its loss of reputation is 
the quality of its leaders. In earlier times, ministers were commu- 
nity leaders by virtue of intellectual and cultural superiority. In 
some places they had almost a monopoly of education. But the 
pulpit has not kept pace with the development of the pew, and no- 
longer is superior. Worse still, in many instances there is more 
true faith and piety in the pew than in the pulpit. 

The second reason is more pathetic. Because theologians once 
denounced Darwinism, there is widspread belief that religion and 
science are opposites. The result is that young people, having ob- 
tained the proverbial little learning, assume that belief in science 
obligates them to reject Christianity. 

The third reason is snobbish. Because backward people pro- 
fess Christianity and make it appear obscene and shameful by 
their voodoo excesses, people of a higher type are disgusted by 
their antics and ashamed to share the belief they profess. Would 
they scorn a new gold field because noisy “white trash” got there 
first? 

But why do these critics fight Christianity when it does them 
no harm? In part, of course, because of the obscenities mentioned 
above; but also as a measure of self-defense. If a standard of be- 
havior condemns us, our natural defense is to riducule that- 
standard. 

But whatever the reasons may be, when we belittle Christianity 
we are playing the game of the two anti-Christs, Stalin and Hitler, 
who know they cannot conquer until they destroy brotherly love, 
compassion, nobility of character and belief in God.

You might think it wou'4 be im- 
possible for anyone to lose a con- 
siderable amount of weight and 
not improve her measurements. 
But let me tell you about some- 
one who did extremely well with 
her reducing—she lost 30 pounds 
in three months—but whose figure 
looked like this: Bust, 37 inches: 
Waist, 32 1-2 inches; hips, 41 
inches. 

All her measurements are im- 
proved to the extent that they are 
smaller. Her waistline is inches 
smaller than it was! But her waist 
is still only four and one-half 
inches smaller than the bust and 
her figure is not nearly as good 
as it should be. 

That reducer left too much to 
her diet. With a disproportiate 
measurement, you must expect: to 
exercise—and hard—to slim this 
particular measurement, You want 
to take a lot of your excess off 
that measurement so that your fig- 
ure will be in better proportion. 
With the short, stocky figure, such 
as our typical reducer’s, the waist- 
line is usually the troublesome 
measurement, and exercises. to 
slim this region are a necessary 
part of her program. 

This reducer has chosen ex- 
tremely effective waist-slimming 
exercises, and she does them for 
30 minutes a day, resting for a 
moment after the completion of 
each exercise. Since much of the 
efficiency of an exercise depends 
on the ability to concenrtate the 
movement in the muscles of that 
area, she holds a wand to keep 
the shoulders still, and sits on a 
stool to hold the hips in position. 

Position: Sitting on a low stool 
with the feet locked around the 
front legs for a firm seat, and a 
wand (this can be a sawed-off 
broomhandle!) held back of the 
shoulders.

end and aim of life. 

| Writes one: “I was a nurse in 
a large city. doing private duty, 
hard on hands, feet, mind and 
emotions, I was sick of sickness, 
hungry to live with the healthy, 
thirsty for long uninterrupted 
nights of sleep. I yearned with 
all my heart for a touch of ro- 
mance, the anchor of a home. 
I took what was offered, married 
a farmer. I had no_ illusions 
about life’s being a soft snap. 
I was accustomed to work hard, 
live economically and look for 
the silver lining which I was 
usually able to see. But no more. 


I wasn't prepared for what was 
coming as a farmer's wife, buried 
in the deep woods, trying to wring 
a small living from a grudging 
land, with no congenial com- 
panions in reach, no gaiety te 
break the dreariness and monot- 
‘ony of the farm, An old car in the 
‘shed but no extra change to buy 
gasoline. Every cent of our sur- 
plus going to pay premiums or 
policies for the children’s educa- 
tion. Our neighbors are mostly 
older people, who, like my hus- 
band, have known nothing but this 
sort of existence and they seem to 
be contented. But I am getting 
edgy and irritable. Is there no way 
out?” - 


Yes, there’s a way out but the 
way goes in first. There's more 
boring business to be dispatched 
before the distant highway can 
be sighted. You and your sister 
farm women who have been 
traveling the successive steps of 
depression and discouragement 
must stop and take inventory: 
forget what's gone off shelf and 
counter and make plans to carry 
on with what's left.

Gone the gay get-to- 
gethers with friends; wit-sharpen- 
ings, gossip swapping. Gone the 
independence, as it always goes 
when love, marriage, motherhood 
begin their cycle.
